China's Protest to Japan 

Nanking, Nov. 11. 
‘The following ig a translation of | 
ja telegram sent yesterday by the 
Ministtry for Foreign Affairs to the 
Chinese Minister at Tokyo, for pre- 
sentation to the Japanese Govern- 
ment, a copy of the Note being de- 
livered by the Foreign Office to- 
ay tothe dapancse Minister, 
‘Shigemitsu, through the local’ Jap- 
anese Consul: 

“When the Council of the League 
of Nations resolved that the Jap- 
anese troops should evacuate the oc 
‘cupied areas of the Three Eastern 














Provinees, the Chinese Govern-| 
ment was convinced that the| 
Japanete Government would im- 


mediately order such evacuation in| 
conformity with the resolution, 
of the Council of the League 
of Nations. To the profound! 
surprise, however, of the Chinese 
Government and people, the 
Japanese troops have, after a lapse 
of several weeks, not only evinotd no| 
intention of evac ‘but have| 
continsed to extend their unlawful 
activities in utter disregard of all

“Recently, under the pretext, of| 
repairing the railway bridge at the| 
Nomni River, a thing which Japan| 
has no: right to do, the Japanese| 
Government sent. troops to Heilung- 
Kiang provinee. On the 2nd inst, 
Mr. Hayashi, « representative of the 
Cornmander of the Kuantung Army, 
demanded the withdrawal of the 
Chinese troops stationed at the 
Nonni River, about : tert kilome- 
tres from ‘the railway bridge.

Education Under Russian 


When the Bolshevik revolution in 
Russia effaced the lest remaining 
vestiges of the Imperial regime in 
1918, it also destroyed a public 
education, system which was far 
more pracsieal and wicesiyead in its 
influences than any vFich the com- 
munist authorities have since 
established, notwithstanding the 

idespread common belief that the 

Tzarist government was backward 
especially in this regard. 

This was the belief expressed here 
by Mr. E. K von Solms-Hampe, a 
distinguished European educator and 
former adviser to the League of 
Nations at Geneva who arrived in 
‘Shanghai, following an extended stay, 
in Soviet’ Russia, where he has been 
studying modern’ communist instrue- 

‘methods, Mr, von Solms- 
Hampo sailed for Marse 
board the Messageries Mi 
liner D’Artagnan. On his arrival in 
Burope he will prepare a special re- 
port for Geneva on his findings in 
Russia, as Well as compiling a eare~ 
ful survey for general publication 
in book form. 

‘Owing to the fact that the former 
Amperial Government of Russia did 

lish its activities and pro- 
gressive measures to any great ¢3 
tent, previous to the war, the opinion| 
prevailed generally throughout the 
world that little was being done to 
overcome illiteracy in that. vast 
country, explained Mr. von Solms- 
Hampe. When the Soviet govern- 
anent seized power it promptly took 
advantage of this factor and ever 
‘since, by means of the propaganda 
methods of whieh it is past master, 
has fostered this belief, Mr, von| 
Solms-Hampe continued, tthe 
same time praising its own educa 
tional innovations far beyond thelr 
true value, 

“Lacking information to the con- 
trary, even experienced educators 
‘everywhere were prone to accept as| 
true the information along these 
Mines made public by the Soviets;

“Many new institutions have been 
established under the red regime, no 
doubt, but from a European stand- 
point’ the Imperial schools were 
much more efficient and, in the end, 
I believe would have’ proved of 
greater value to the students, 
themselves, and the nation, than 
the schools of the soviets. 
‘The one thing that the educa- 
tional units of Russia _concen- 
trate on to-day is turning out com- 
munists. And even if the com- 
munist régime should survive, this 
will not prove sufficient in the long 
run. If Imperial Russia had had as 
efficient: press agents as Soviet Rus- 
‘has to-day, the world would have 
far different opinion on many Im- 
perial institutions. Under the E 
peror the country was advancing, 
slowly but surely, as evolution takes 
time, but in the end is thorough. 
‘We have yet to see whether or not 
revolution enn achieve better re- 
sults.” 

At the start of his investigations 
in Russia, Mr. yon Solms-Hampe 
tated that he received every as- 
tance possible from the existing!

DISASTROUS FIRE IN

Nine People Perish in Flames: 
Many Injured 


Nine persons were burnt to death 
Jand about a dozen houses were en- 
ely guited in a disastrous fire 
which broke out in the early hours 
‘on November 9 in the very heart 
of the Chinese City. 

Flames were _ suddenly 
burst forth from a 
shop in the Chang Ka Loor 
whieh," fanned by a fai 
strong broeze which was blowing at 
the time, soon spread to the neigh- 
bouring ‘buildings.

our new responsibilities placed us 
in the position of requiring payment 
from the rest of the world, not only 
for the goods which we were still 
expecting them to buy from us— 
cotton, wheat, automobiles, radios, 
ete, ete., but, in addition that we 
should have to receive heavy annual 
Payments as interest and amortis 
tion on the vast sums of money 
which we had loaned abroad. We 
should have known that these pa: 
‘ments could only be made in good: 
that any requirement of payment 
in gold if persisted in would un- 
doubtedly ‘crack the economic 
foundations of the world, 

Heedless of the insistent warn- 
ings of international bankers and 
‘economists, we proceeded to raise 
our tariff barriers to a higher level 
than ever before. We practically 
put the rest of the world on notice 
that they need not expect to sell 
to us any commodity which we 
could manufacture or grow in the 
alled States that they moat ay 
their debts to us in gold and pay 
for our cotton, wheat, ete, in gold. 

The debts due us by foreign coun- 
tries had their origin not in the 
Joan of gold but in the loan of 
‘goods, the value of which was ex- 
pressed in gold when gold’s puchas- 
ing power was very low. Now wo 
decline to accept payment in goods 
even hough due to a great increase 
in the value of gold, we can get 
three or four times the weight of 
goods that we loaned. 

Thus, the war debts and the 
protective tariff have operated to 
siphon into the United States over 
one-half of all the monetary gold 
in the world; 40 per cent. of the 
remaining supply ‘is held by 
France; hence these two countries, 
with about 12 per cent. of the 
Population of the world, now hold 
approximately 70 per cent. of the 
world’s stock of monetary gold. 

‘As one economist has aptly. put 
it, the United States and France 
are running a gigantic corner on 























gold. 

While the corner is in process, 
the price of gold rises and rises, 
which is another way of saying the 
price of everything else, expressed 
In gold, goes down and down. This 

fone ‘reason why cotton sells on 
the farm at’ 5 ets. a pound and 
Wheat at 25 cts. a bushel. 

Two years ago, when the corner- 
ing process hod just commenced to 
tighten the screws on ite 
five pounds "of "cotton. or 
Jourthe of bushel of wheat on the 
farm would buy a dollar in gold. 
Today on the farm it takes 20 
pounds of cotton or four bushels of 
twheut to buy a dollar in gold. 

The larger. our pile of gold 
grows, the scaicer it becomes. in 
‘other ‘countries of the world and 
the greater. the diffculty expe 
enced by our foreign customers to 
pay the interest on their debts, and 
to buy our products like wheat and

cannot be compared with the period 
volume, especially when, as in this 
case, ‘the subject is’ brilliantly 
handied. The author of “In Old 
Toledo” from the outset command 
the attention of the reader in the 
fortunes of his dramatis. personae 
‘and this attention is not allowed 
to waver until the last chapter 1s 
completed. It is a very well-told 
tale, indeed, and in many respects 
reminiscent’ of the works of that 
master of historical, romance, Sir 
Walter Scott. The prosecution of 
those unfortunates whose convie- 
tions prevented them from follow.
